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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The 112, first paragraph, rejection concerning 
enablement is withdrawn. The applicant argued that the prior art does not teach "the visible data and the invisible information being printed 
substantially simultaneously". Examiner disagrees with the applicant because the prior art teaches the variable indicia may be printed on 
either side of the paper using a visible ink, dye, or pigment which includes a third marking agent having a having a third pre-determined 
and identifiable photoluminescent characteristic (which is preferably invisible under normal lighting conditions and different from the first 
and second marking agents). Either before, after, or simultaneous to printing the variable indicia on the paper, or the fixed indicia, the 
paper is pierced with a piercing means. This can be done either at a manufacturing site, or at a point of sale (column 6, lines 17-30). The 
variable indicia with visible ink and the photoluminescent characteristic being invisible being printed simultaneously. The applicant has to 
amend the claims language to overcome the teach of the prior art of record.
